Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

Thank  you  for  your  recent  letter  regarding  the  Richard  family  and  specifically 
Jean  Richard  (b.  1721).   I'm  afraid  that  without  a  great  deal  of  research  I 
cannot  offer  you  anything  concrete.  We  do  have  reference  in  a  couple  of  places 
to  Jean  Baptist e  Richard,  both  permits  to  bring  items  to  Ouiatenon.   I  cannot 
quickly  find  any  reference  to  the  younger  Jean  Richard. 

If  you  are  specifically  interested  in  the  time  period  1700-1750  without  reference 
to  the  Richards,  that  would  be  easier  but  I  would  have  to  pick  and  choose  from 
a  number  of  research  papers  and  notes  for  Xeroxing  material  to  be  sent  to  you. 

Enclosed  is  the  only  brochure  which  we  have  available  regarding  Ouiatenon.   This 
situation  is  very  regretful  to  us.  We  have  had  numerous  volunteers  doing 
Ouiatenon  research  and  at  one  time  a  staff  member  doing  this  research,  but  to 
date  no  published  material  has  materialized. 

We  have  a  very  active  program,  for  a  county  historical  society,  at  the  site  of 
Fort  Ouiatenon:   an  ongoing  archaeological  excavation,  a  small  museum,  an 
active  educational  program,  and  a  fall  festival  re-creating  French  and  Indian 
life  at  the  fort  in  the  1700s  (see  enclosed  booklet). 

If  you  would  be  interested,  may  I  suggest  a  trip  to  Lafayette  during  our  Feast 
of  the  Hunters'  Moon  (Sept.  30  and  Oct.  1,  1978)  just  for  the  fun  of  it  and 
wMie^Ji,^re_XQiL_coai2d  d£_so^  ^il^s^.   If  you  do  plan 

to  come,  £1 ease  let  me  know  ahead  of  time  so  I  can  make  sure  our  museum  volunteer

A§  IRIS  J®Ai*S  passed,   I  discovered  two  wonderful  sotn-ces  of  inforination, 
they  were  the  Hew  York  .State  Library  in  -^Ibany,  !I,  I.,   and  the  Public  .Archives 
of  Canada  in  W.taiffa,  Ontario.  For  more  than  forty  years  I  nicited  these  Lib- 
r?a:*ies  tmce  a  year.

Tjet»s  begin  with  John  T?ichards  the  Loyalist-,  Pis  Claim  for  losses  informs 
us  tliat  he  was  residing  at  Fort  r-unter,  Kew  York  I¥cvince,   on  the  south  shoee 
of  the  Kohawk  ^ver,  near  Schenectady*  Fe  resided  on  a  farm,  witli  good  build- 
ings and  a  good  stock  of  farm  animals,  Vath  his  was  his  viife,  forniorly  the 
T'<\idow  Alida,  or  Alice,  Wer.pJ.etheir  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  nothing  was

The  Parish  itegister  of  the  Indian  Ghiirch  at  Fort  Ilunts^r^which  rolght  have 
fumrlslied  data  of  the  Richards  farnily  ,  is  FJ-ssing  after  1753,  Tlie  Pjev,  John 
Stuart,  rector  cf  the  church  was  a  Tory,  sxskk  and  was  forced  to  retire  to 
:^'Chenectady,  and  later  still,  to  Canada,  It  appear^  that  he  took  the  Parish 
'Register  with  him  at  that  time,  17^0,  as  he  adiriitted.  Unfortunately,  its 
whereabouts  remains  unkno^'m,  otherwise  we  might  have  knovm  inore  about  the 
Richard  family.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Rev,  John  Stuart  became  the

that  month,  llct  long  afterward,  Richard  was  transferred  to  the  Inrlian  Dep- 
artment as  an  intexrsreter,  and  soon  after  w^is  created  a  Lieutenarrb,  as  such 
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he  was  stationed  at  Fort  Oswego.  Here  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Indian 
Supply  Store,  and  remained  there  after  Ka;Jor  '?oss  and  the  2nd  K,  'R,  ^\  Tl,  Y, 
departed  In   \nguGt,  1733,  to  re-establish  Fort  Frcnbenac  in  loreparation 
for  the  inflTix  of  the  landless  Loyal  Refugees  in  the  folloi-ri-ng  spring, 
RLcha7-ds  remained  at  Csviego  for  an  additional  three  j'-ears,  imtil  that  post 
■was  handed  over  to  the  Americans,  in  1786. 

Lieut.  Hichards  and  his  wife  and  family  of  five  children  then  crossed 
Lal-re  Ontario  to  settle  along  the  Bay  of    iiinte,  on  the  Eronb  oi  Fredericks- 
burg* Although  he  drei^  fifteen  hundred  acres  of  land,  raainly  in  Prince 
IMward  County,  he  remained  in  the  Third  Township,  with  periods  of  residence 
on  Mierst  Island  iiith  his  son,  John,  Jr»     He  died  on  the  Island,   and  was 
bijried  there  on  the  29th  of  June,  1807»  His  i-Jife,  laaoi-m  variously  as  ^ida, 
alice,  or  KLsie,  died  several  years  later,  and  was  buried  beside  him  on  the 
3rd  of  Hoveinber,  I3l6,  as  recorded  in  the  Rev.  John  Lan^orn  in  the  Parish 
Regi-ster  of  St.  John's  Q-iurch,  Bath.

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Grandfather's  accorijit  of  his  fairclly  is  ver;^'  revealing  and  presents  a 
most  inter e sling  account  of  the  early  days  in  the  Bay  of  Quint e  region.  RLs 
statements  about  the  early  generations  of  his  family,    although  very  sketchy, 
do  confirm  my  interpretation  of  the  Erench- American  generations.   Because  of 
the  time  gap,  we  must  admit  that  the  Jean  Mchard,   wheat  merchant,  was  a 
grandson,   or  even  great  grandson,    of  the  King's  Guardsman  of  1^70.  His  son, 
Guillaume   ('i^H.lliam),   the  soldier  who  came  to  Canada  in  \66$,    served  as  first 
comiriandant  at  Fort  Rbontenac,   and  died  in  I69O  at  the  hands  of  the  Iroquois, 
was  evidently  the  grandfather  of  Jean  Richard,   the  Loyalist  and  Indian  Agent 
at  Oswego.  If  we  all  agree  t^rith  this  interpretation  theiS  mystery  has  been 
solved. 

There  are  a  few  references  to  the  Richards  family  in  the  Haldimand  Papers, 
being  records  of  Haldimand 's  period  of  service  as  governor  of  what  has  become 
the  Canada  of  our  time.   It  is  evident  that  the  Jean  Richard,   the  Erench  alien 
of  1759,  became  a  soldier  in  Butler's  Rangers  in  the  summer  of  1777.  He 
continued  with  Butler's  until  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  an  Interpreter, 
with  the  rank  of  lietitenant.   In  I78I  he  was  appointed  as  Indian  Agent  at 
Oswego,  where  he  remained  until  1781;,  when  the  post  was  taken  over  by  the 
rebel  Americans.   After  his  release  from  the  Service,  he,   with  his  wife  and 
five  children,    settled  on  the  front  of  I^edericksburgh  Township,   Although 
he  drew  five-^rfrous-smd  acres  of  land  as   a  lieutenant,  mostly  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  he  remained  in  the  third  towQShip,  with  periods  of  residence  on 
Amherst  Island  with  his  son,   John,    Jr.   He  died  on  the  Island,    aJid  was  buried 
there  on  28  June,   l807.  His  wife,   Elsie,   died     several  years  later,   and  was 
buried  beside  him  on  3  November,  I816,    as  recorded  in  the  Rev.   John  Langhorn 
Parish  Register.

But,  when  I  re- 
called that  he  signed  his  name   "Jean  Richard,  "  I  sus|>ected  that  he  was  a 
i'Vench  Canadian.   And  when  I  recalled  that  a  man  nained    -ichard  had  been  held 
and  interned  in  a  cai^ir  at  C3o"U.rtland  yanor  on  t.ne  Lower  I^adson   liver,  ioacas 
mDEKrsKrfe2[io±kxfc<±5Q£ax>xiqs^^  during  the  conflict  between  the  French  and 
Sn^ish  which  ended  in  the  car^ture  of    aebec,   I  was  more  certain  tliat  I  vjas 
on  the  right  trail.

I  was  now  f creed  t'^  seek  anstvers  in  J^ench  Canada,   even  though  I  had 
suspected  that  was  a  coanTion  Welsh  name.  The  result  of  my  search  is  startling 
to  say  the  least,   as  you  ',d.ll  soon  discover. 

There  I  was,  ab-^ijt  to  recall  la^r  T'igh  ^chcol  French,  when  a  document 
arrived  sarom  a  friend,  who  i;s^  a  descendant  of  Jean  Hichard,  I  was  over- 
whelmed,  as  you  wil  also,  when  you  have  read  it.

3«  John,  Junior,  the  third  chil  d,  i/as  born  about  1763,  He  lived  and  died  on

Srie  is  recorded  in  the 
muster  roll  of  inliabitants  of  Gatsraoui  on  DoceiTiber  iith,  17->3>   as  being 
twelve  years  of  arce.   At  that  tine  she  was  living  with  her  raarried  sistei', 
Mrs.  Jemima  Church,   She  apparently  had  come  from  Oswego  with  Jemima  when  the 
party  under  coriimand  of  iiajor  Ross  crossed  Lake  Ontario     to  Gataraqui  in 
August,  1783,  to  rebu3,ld  Fort  BVontenac  and  prepare  for  the  inllux  of 
refugee  Loyalists  in  the  following  spring,  I4argaret  laarried  Lieut,  Hazel  ton 
Spencer  lilcely  in  the  spring  of  17 B8,  lla:r*p;aret  was  then  seventeen  yeai's  of 
age.

He  also  seirved  as  the  first  member  of  the  hrovincial  rarliaraent  in 
1792,     He  died  ^ji  Februar^r,  l8l2,   and  lies  buried  on  the  J^ay  Shore  on  the 
Van  I>yck  farm,   a  few  Mies  west  of  Convzay,  Margaret  sui-^vlved  I'ur  a  number 
of  years,  but  now  lies  beside  her  husband.  They  vjei'e  parents  of  ten  children 
whose  progeny  are  scattered  over  ilorth  America  frora  California  to  ilassachusetts. 
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A  few  of  her  dosceridants  still  reside  in  ]^>ederlck sb"argh  Toxmship,  Several 
may  be  found  here  and  there  in  Jireat  Jlritain. 


There  is  another  ancestral  line  of  the  Richards  f  aroi3.y  which  siiould  be 
mentioned,  I  refer  to  the  V.ido>/  WeEip^  forraerly  VJerj^le,  who  iiiaiYied  Jean 
Richay-^;,  the  PVench  neutral,  uratidTatbur  has  said  that  she  v/aa  bom  in 
Ireland  and  cane  to  /aaerica  with  her  parents  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  lier 
na2,ie  was  ^^Isie,  or  Alice,   Connor  or  oS Connor.  3he  was  likely  the  daughter  of 
a  Sergeant  Owen  Connor  yiho  was  buried  at  Forb  Hunter  before  the  Revolution. 
It  is  safe  to  assuiTie  that  lilsie's  first  son,  Owen,  was  named  for  his  gi'snd- 
father.  It  is  also  possible  that  since  her  name  was   iilsie,   she  was  /Q.ida, 
the  wife  of  a  I'lyndert,  who  had  considerable  dealings  vrith  the  Iroquois,   I 
may  be  wrong,  but  I  susr^ect  that  they  were  the  parents  of  ilai-nfibas  (]3arney) 
1-*emo  who  r:as  at  Gataraoui  in  DeceiuVjer,  1783,   At  that  tirae  I3ai"ney  was  recorded 
as  being  2l;.  years  of  age,  and  tritii  ?iira  was  his  id.fe,   Catharine,   aged  tx-jenty 
fejo  :;,rears.  It  is  liore  than  a  coincidence  that  both  Jean  Richai'd  and  BaiTiey 
Wenp  had  ser^/ed  in  the  Indian  [>::p2rtnent,   and  that  both  settled  side  by  side 
on  AmJieFst  Island,  Since  Ijarney  had  heen  bom  in  ITEMS',   and  v>(een  icLchards  in 
1161-2 f  it  Is  quite  possible  that  Jean  iiichard  and  the  Ividow  .  ejip  had  been

On.  the  last  da?/  of  the  month  of  Hay  f  ollovjing  year,  he  eirt- 
barked  for  Ifew  Prance  vrlth  hJ.s  regiiient,   as  a  so'^dier  in  t^e  ccirroarxy  of  Capt, 
Gaiithier  de  la  Varennes,  They  arrived  at    -Quebec  en  the  lSi;h  of  August,    after 
a  long  and.  teiiiDCstiious  voyage  nf  eight;/  days,  to  be  rrecise.  The  regLvient  had 
been  sent  across  the  Atlantic  :*-n  an  sfttemot  to  save  the  distressed  co'ony, 
from  rer-eated  attacks  b3;'  the  British  and  their  Iroquois  Allies,  At  that  time 
the  yotu-ig  Colonies  -pomilation  had  dwindled  t-^  2^,00,   of  whom  about  ^oo 
resided  in  !^ebee» 

Two  years  later,  in  1537,   after  ^chard  had  served  la?»gely  in  tie  Montreal 
area,  the  regiment  returned  to  France,  Richard  chose  to  remain  in  t  e  Solony, 
Soon  after  he  was  appointed  sergeant  of  the  Montreal  militia.  In  this  capacity 
he  accompanied  Count  Erontenac  when  he  ascended  the  Sb,  Lawrence  Piver  in 
July,  1673,   for  ilxhe  x>iirT:)oae  of  establishJLng  an  outpost  at  Cataraqui,  wh.ich 
wns  later  known  as  Fort  Frontenac,  ■■hen  Erontenac  and  hj  s  T3arty  departed  down 
the  river,  about  two  weelcs  later.    Sergeant  Richard  was  left  in  charge  of  the 
prindtive  nost  imtil  T^a  '^alle  returned  in  1675  to  take  coinmand,  Richard  was 
still  at  the  post,   according  to  a  census  of  the  F^rt  in  1677,   and  apparently- 
remained  there  until  iii|^639. 

"liortly  thereafter  "Richard  was  aDpointed  sergeant  of  the  garrison  at 
Montreal.   By  I689  he  was  Lieutenant  of  the  Vanguard  Gonrcany  at  that  post.

Subsequently,  he  served  as  cantain  of  militia  in  the  Parish  of  ^ointe-aiox- 
Trembles  de  Montreal,  where  he  had  maintained  hisscErresidence  since  1679 • 
He  had  pifeviously  married  at  Montreal,   on  2nd  July,  167^,    A^es,  daughter  of 
TJrbain  Tessier,  a  newcomer  from  France, 

Guillaurae  lUchard,   also  known  as  Sieur  de  la  Fleiir,   mot  a  soldier's 
death  on  2nrJ.  July,   1690,   near  Bout  d'lle  de  Montreal,  when  he  snail  party  of 
twenty  five  was  slaughtered  by  a  band  of  Iroquois  uarriors.   Six  days  later 
their  bodies  vrere  discovered,  and  hastily  buried  where  they  fell,   Fc^ur  years 
later,  in  169U,  t-  eir  reroains  were  eidiuuied  aud  re-interred  in  the  cemetery 
of  Point v-^-aux-Treiubles, 

(juillaume  Richard  had  fathered  t^^elve  children*  0\xt  iiTborest  centers  in 
Jean-Baptiste,  the  fourth  child  and  second  son,  who  had  been  born  at  Pointe- 
gu3i-Treiribl-3s  de  Montreal,   and  baptized  there  on  19th  March,  Ic-S?.   -^e  becaiae 
a  Y07/age"r,  but  all  other  iafcrmation  of  his  youthfjil  da;s  is  very  scanty.

Jean  Raptists' »  peregrinations  seeiiis  to  have  led  hira  to  Oui.atanon,   a 
Miarni   Indian  village,  near  the  present  city  of  Lafayette,   Indiana.  J'ere  he 
obtained  the  services  of  Farie-'lnne,  the  daughter  of  Pierre  You,     levr  de  la 
Oeco'iverte  by  "cILizabeth  Sauvaiiesse,   a  Maiiii  s^aw.  The  next  laiown  date  in 
the  life  of  J.  3te.  Hichard  T«ras  his  marriage  in  Montreal  to  Marie- tone,  on 
the  l^th    August,   1713,   It  should  be  noted  that  their  first  cMld,  Siasanne,  v:as 
baptized  the  same  d^.  The  baptisiri  of  their  ne;xt  cMld,   Jean,  was  baptized 
in  1721,  It  is  evident  that  a  third  chdld,   a  female,  had  been  bom  before 
the  nexb  3rd  of  September,  1722,  Infoi^iation    in  a  Passioort  on  that  date,  was 
issued  tr   J(jan  ^lch?..rd,  his  wife  and  three  children.   The  Passnort  issued  In 
Montreal  is  cruoted  as  follovjs:

In  1665,  tlie    tsgiri.sr.t  Carl  gnan- Sal  "'teres  departed  for  Canada  to  defend 
the  failing  Gc-ilony,   In  tne  next  year,    f^roups  of  'Les  5111es  du  Hc"j  >■  '    (King's 
girls)  were  desnatchod  across  the  sea  to  fornish  vrifes  for  the  Golrniets,  and, 
at  the  sarrio  tiaie,  to  keeo  the  white  r^ce  p'^ire, 

V/hilG   the  pros^">ecb  of  the  Gclony  was  nuoh  iraoroved,    and  s'lirvival  vras 
assured,  it.  left  t)\Q  needs  of  explorers  and  voyageurs  still  dependant  urion 
the  canabilities  of  the  young  squavis.  Tliey  could  paddle  a  ca:!.toe  as  ©a^ably  as 
a  man,   set  m^  a  bivouac  \ri  a  tifrbnlent    ::trea]!i,   or  prepare  a  rGcalafter  a  few 
uioraents  anywhere  along  the  trail.

"Tie  genealogy  of  the  Richard  fard.ly  which  I  have  enclosed  is  one  wliich  I  have 
long  GUSTTected  to  be  that  of  your  John  Fdchards.  ITiis  I  discovorofl  at  leafst  twenty 
years  ago.  In  fact,  I  lariev?  it  when  I  forraerly  corresponded  with  you,  but  I  did  not 
w.!mt  to  propose  it  at  the  tine,   as  there  was  little  or  nothing  to  confirm  it.  The 
one  thine  lacking  then,   as  now,  was  the  year  of  birth  of  Jean,  the  Interpreter. 
I  have  seforched  ever;/  pertinent  docmaent  for  scaao  inkling,   and  have  kept  it  in 
raind  at  all  times,    -till,  the  year  of  birth  eva3.en  all  effcorte.  I  have  visited 
the  '^'orainion  Archives  at  Ottawa,   as  well  as  the  State  Library-  in   Ubany,  II.  Y., 
and  the  Public  Ilbrsary  in  New  York  Oity,  with  no  success.  It  was  not  until  I  had 
purchased  tlie  seven  volurries  of  the  I¥ench-Canai3ian  vlcnealogy,   after  reading  that 
yoiir  far-iily  clalxied  a  French-Intii an  ancestry,   that  the  po;;sibility  dawned  on  rae. 

It  was  only  v;hen  I  -"oceiVQd  tJie  copy  of  John  /lichaixis*  reminiscences,  that 
I  becsKie  ccrrvinced  that  this  fitted  the  French  Canadian  fisnily  like  a  glove.  This 
you  cannot  deny,  nor  I  prove  until  we  have  the  yeax'  of  birth  of  Jean,  i^ut  the 
following  paints  laust  corrvi.nce  even  a  sloeptici 

1.  Doth  I^Vench  said  Indian  ancestry;  Jean's  mother  was  a  halfbreed.  I'er  father, 

Yoii-de  la  i^ecoirverte,  ik>  douJ^t  met  his  Indian  wife  wliile  exploring  in 
the  jfiri-d-wost  •  Jean^s  mother  was  doubtless  bom  there,   ite  the  genealogy 
makes  no  mention  of  the  death  of  Jean*s  grandmother,  one  can  but  assume 
that  Tou-de  la  Decouverte  deserted  her,   at  the  same  time  taking  the 
daughter  to  Ibntreal  when  he  returned  f^om  explorations.  Then,  having 
no  vd.fe  to  encuitiber  Mm,  he  married  the  mother  rt  his  rf-maining  children. 

2.  Ilote  the  military  trend  in  the  faaaily.  '^rgeairb  Quillaume  Pdchard  rmst  have 

had  lailitary  training  in  the  old  land,   as  v/ell  as  political  pull,  to  be 
a  serp:eant  in  those  daQrs.  IJote  that  he  is  called  Sieur  de  la  Fleur, 
which  indicates  that  he,  or  his  ancestors,  roust  hare  earned,  or  brught, 
such  a  right  to  the  title.   -Also  note  tliat  h-is  father  was  a  grain  mer- 
chant in  France.  Ouillamae  pnrticipated  in  the  frundinp  of  Fort  Front- 
enac,  at  present  Kingston,  in  ^^uly,  1673,   and  -ras  left  in  cOi4Mand  when 
the  Governor,   Count  Frontenac  returned  to  Jiioboc,   and  retained  thst 
oosition  -until  La  Salle  received  a  grant  of  the  Fort  from  the  king  ^:si 
167E^'.     I  feol  sia^e  of  ray  {n*ourd  in  stating  that  there  was  no  other 
'3ei^?eant  la  KLeur  in  Canada  at  that  time.  Therefore,  Cniillauiae  was  the 
La  ITLeiir,   serc-'eant  of  both  Fcirt  Frontenac  and  of  Ibntreal,  as  well  as 
the  La  Fl eiir  massacred  at  F'ointe-au-Ti^iibles,   at  th©  foot  of  the  Isle 


of  Ibntreal,  in  169 


3»  Guillaurae's  son,  Jean-Ba-tiste,  who  married  the  halil>reGd  daughter  of  K, 

You,  was  evidently  a  soldier,  or  \rf  virtue  of  hiis  raar:  iage  to  the  grand- 
daughter of  the  lUartii  scuaw  bect-rfie  verG€»d  in  the  Indian  language  of  the 
iuajuis  to  the  porlnt  that  he  was  eniployed  as  an  in'ber»:>retGr,  no  doubt, 
to  tJ-ie  I'iisjais.  There  is  no  record  ox  tJie  biirial  of  Jean- Batiste  or  of 
his  wife,  so  there  is  the  possibility  that  they  died  in  Detroit  or  in 
I-iLsBii  coui'itry. 

h.  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  children  of  Ctiillauirie  Richard.  You  will  note  t.hat 
there  is  no  banti^aal  record  of  one  child,   Jean-Ba^^tiste  who  was  bom 
in  17B0.  It  is  very  possible  that  he  was  bom  at  Fort  Frontenac,   seeing 
that  Sergeant  la  Fleur  was  there  in  1$77,  and  was  present  during  the 
rebuilding  of  the  fort,  l67^'-77.

There  wa?  more  or  less  continuous  struggle  between  the  JVench  and 
Hhglish  for  control  of  the  border  territories.

11,  I  do  not  believe  there  in  any  relationship  between  Jesaima  i^ichai-ds  who 

was  captured  in  V;estern  ilassachusetts  and  Jendiaa,  daughter  of  Jean 
and  Slsie,  To  me,  it  is  a  coincidence  pure  and  sirjple,  particularly 
when  all  the  evidence  noints  to  the  latter  Jaidraa  being  i^ench  on 
her  father *s  side  of  the  family. 

12,  \le  have  evidence  that  Jean  Richards  first  joined  the  Loyalist  forces  as

his  name  for  settlement,  ultimately,  in  that  Township  after  his  ser- 
vices vrere  no  lonf^er  rerjuired.

Fe  drew  land  in  ^  arysburgh,  but  did  not  occu-^y  it  long,  seeing  that 
he  was  then  in  his  late  sixties,  ^^e  evidently  removed  to  Mierst  Island, 
where  he  died  in  l807|i  aged  about  86  yeap:"s,  Tds  wife,   i^oie,  died  on 
the  Island,  also,  in  1316,  aged  about  90  yeai's.

John  Richards — Jean  Richard. 

This  family  is  descended  from  a  Welshman  who  was  in  the  King's  body  guard 
at  the  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,   in  Prance,   in  the  l^OOs.   A  descendant  came 
to  French  Canada  about  I67O.  His  son,    Jean-Baptiste,  married  a  half-breed  IfiLami 
s^iuaw.  Their  son,    Jean  Richard,   is  the  reason  for  this  query. 

Jean  Richard,  born  in  1721,  wajs   a  member  of  a  French  force  employed  alongK 
the  Ohio  River,   or  its  vicinity,    about  I7U0  or  50«  He  received  a  bullet  in  the 
thigh  in  some  skirmish,    and  was  captured  by  the  Indians.  He  remained  a  captive 
for  three  years  before  effecting  his  escape.  This  last  came   about  follojing  a 
gathering  of  the  chiefs  of  several  tribes,  which  lasted  for  three  days  of  feasting 
and  dancing.  When  all  had  been  surfeited  and  took  to  sleep,    Jean  Richard  made  his 
escape.  Not  knowing  where  he  was,   he  began  travelling  east.    After  several  t-jeeks 
he  reached  civilization  at,   or  near.   Fort  Hunter,  where  he  x>ra5  kindly  received 
and  where  he  remained.  During  the  Conciest  of  Canada  (French  and  Indian  War)  he 
was  interned  as   a  French  neutral. 

Following  the  peace,   Jean  Richard  returned  to  Fort  Hunter.  Here,    about  I76O, 
he  married  ELsa  (Alice)  Connor,   the  widow  of  a  man  martied  Wemp,   or  Wemple.  By  1777, 
they  had  two  daughters  and  three  sons.  In  that  year  Richard  joined  Butler's  Rangers, 
and  in  I780,  transferred  to  the  Indian  Department,  where  he  was  employed  as  an 
interpreter.  He  andK  his  family  ultimately  removed  to  this  part  of  Ontario. 

The   sibove  story  is,    again,  based  on  family  tradition,    and,  in  essence,   is 
copied  from  a  grandfather's  stoiy  t^Tritten  in  187^.   Subsequent  research  leads  me 
to  believe  that  it  is  true.  I  have  searched  the  records  of  Fort  Hunter  and  Trinity 
Churches,    as  well  as  some  of  the  neighboring  Lutheran  and  Dutch  Reformed  churches, 
but  I  cannot  find  record  of  marriage  or  baptisms.  This  family  was  definitely  of  the 
Anglican,   or  Episcopalian,   persuasion. 

These  records  reveal  much  information  on  the  Connor  family  of  Westiem  MohaBk 
region,   enough  to  believe  that  it  is  the  same  family,  but  not  enough  to  show  defin- 
ite relationship, 

Jean  Richard,   in  his  claim  for  loss  of  property,    states  that  he  owned,   or 
occupied,   land  valued  at  L  300.0.0,  "^Jith  6  horses,  1^  homed  cattle,   ^  sheen, 
8  hogs,    as  well  as  grain,  utensils.  The  total  value  was  i  816.7.0,  which  would 
make  him  in  better  than  average  circumstances. 

Through  the  Connor  connection,  he  was  related  to  the  Bowens,   IfcGraws(licGraths), 
and  Butlers,   Judging  from  the  Trinity  Church  records,    an  aunt  or  greiat  aunt,   of 
Col,  John  Butler,   of  Butler's  Rangers,  had  married  a  Connor.   I  mention  these,   in 
case  a  genealogy  of  these  families  might  indicate  the  connection  with  the  Hemps 
(Wemples)   and  Richards. 

Mj  information  regarding  John  Richards  will  be  appreciated.

A  John  Richards  of  Amherst  Island,  Lennox  County,  the  son  of  the  late 
John  Richards,  petitioned  the.  Croi/vn  on  29  September,  1806,  stating  that 
he  had  lost  his  certificate  for  Lot  3,  Concession  2,  Hallowell  Township. 
His  request  for  a  deed  was  granted  b^'"  Council  following  reception  of  a 
report  from  the  Surveyor-General's  Office.   (R.G.  1,  L  1,  vol.  25, 
pp.  160-161,  475-476;  R.G.  1,  L  3,  vol.  426,  R8/71,  5  pages.) 

A  Captain  OiA^en  Richards,  Prince  Edward  Coionty  Mi.litia,  appears  on  a  list 

of  militia  officers  who  served  during  the  War  of  1812.   (R.G.  8,  C.  1717,  p.  69.) 

On  26  January,  1813,  a  Jolin  Richards  of  Hallowell  Township  petitioned    ,    ; 
for  200  acres  as  the  son  of  Owen  Richards,  a  U.E.L.  The  petitioner  was 
then  21  years  of  age.  Council  granted  his  request  on  2$  February,  1818. 
(R.G.  1,  L  3,  vol.  427,  Rll/43,  5  pages;  R.G.  1,  L  1,  vol.  28,  p.  285.) 

An  Owen  Richards  of  Hallovrell  petitioned  on  18  July,  1814,  for  a  grant 
of  paj^t  of  Lot  A,  1st  Concession  of  Hallowell.  No  decision  is  recorded. 

(R.G. II,  L  3,  vol.  189,  F10/71d>71e.)

Ovren  Richards  petitioned  on  20  February,  ].817,  to  have  his  name  put  back 
on  the  U.E.L.  List,  from  which  it  had  been  suspended.   On  5  March  his 
name  was  restored  to  the  list,  since  he  himself  was  a  U.E.L.  Evidence 
attached  states  that  Richards  had  been  londer  the  command  of  Major  Ross 
on  an  expedition  to  the  Mohawk  River  in  1781.  He  afterwards  had  joined 
the  Royal  Regimient  of  New  York,  from  which  he  had  been  reduced  as  a 
Sergeant  on  24  June,  1784.   (R.G.  1,  L  3,  vol.  427,  Rll/5,  5  pages; 
R.G.  1,  L  1,  vol.  28,  p.  101.) 
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jl2.  .   According  to  an  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  Township  Plan,

of  land  in  Hallowell  Township. 

13.  On  13  January,  I83O,  an  Owen  Richards  of  Prince  Edward  County  submitted 
a  petition  stating  that  he  had  been  a  Captain  commanding  a  flank  company 
during  .the  American  Revolution,  for  which  he  had  received  a  location 
ticket  for  land  allotted  to  officers  in  Ennismore  Township,  Durham  County 
(now  in  Peterborough  County).  His  request  for  a  two-year  extension  of 

i    time  to  perform  the  necessary  settlement  duties  was  rejected  by  Council 
on  6  February,  1830.   (R.G.  1,  L  3,  vol.  431,  R16/12,  3  pages;  R.G.  1, 
L  1,  vol.  33,  pp.  135-136.) 
i         In  another  petition,  dated  1$  February,  I83O,  Richards  claimed  that 
he  had  been  unable  to  perform  the  settlement  duties  because  of  old  age 
and  sickness.   Council's  decision  on  23  February  was:   "Upon  proof  that 
the  Petitioner  has  been  disabled  by  illness  during  a  considerable  part 
of  the  period,  or  that  he  has  made  some  exertions  toward  the  performance 
of  the  Settlement  Duties,  which  he  states  he  has  not  been  able  to  perform 
in  a  broper  m.anner,  the  Council  would  be  disposed  to  recommend  an  extension 
j. .'  of  the  time,  as  they  understand  that  the  Petitioner  served  very  faithfully, 
I    and  is  much  advanced  in  years."   (R.G.  1,  L  3,  vo]..  431,  R16/21,  2  pages;

14.  A  John  Richards  was  appointed  to  investigate  immigration  possibilities  in 
Upper  Canada  in  I83O.   He  sent  his  ideas  to  Sir  John  Colborne  in  a  letter  ; 
dated  3' July,  I83O.   (M.G.  24,  A  40,  pp.  452-460;  also  pp.  484-488.) 
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On  the  back  of  this  document  is  v>/ritten:-

The  information  concerning  the  birth  date  of  John 
Richards  came  from  your  letter  to  me  of  Feb.  10,  1959*  You  stated 
that  he  died  in  1807  and  since  you  did  not  qualify  the  statement 
I  presume  you  had  verified  it.   You  did  however,  qualify  the  17^0 
date  with  the  word  "about".  Your  suggested  date  of  1721  may  be 
right  but  I  think  it  is  too  early  for  the  following  reasons. 

In  the  notes  on  the  R  ichards  family  written  in   5^  x> 
1875  by  John  Church  Richards  he  states  that  his  grandfather  Lt.    \ 
John  and  his  son  Owen  both  joined  up  at  the  outbreak  of  war  in    «,   /p 
1776.  This  v/ould  make  Lt.  John  about  5^  years  old  if  he  was  born  '.   • 
in  1721.  I  feel  it  is  very  unlikely  he  would  be  going  into  the   "   -" 
army  as  a  L't*  at  age  5^.  I  think  your  guess  of  175^  is  closer. 


Please  understand  that  I  am  only  trying  to  come 
aS  close  as  possible  and  that  I  am  in  no  way  trying  to  disprove 
any  of  your  statements.  I  shall  look  forward  to  your  further 
comments  on  this  subject.

I  have  not  been  successful  in  finding  your  Jean  Baptiste  Richard. 
I  have  examined  all  the  records  check -v!  on  the  enclosed  list. 

Ste  Anne's  Church,  Detroit,  records  revealed  on  page  55,  a  bapilsm.. 
on  2f  March  1/IU  of  acLJLjidian  slave  belonging  to  JEAN  RICHARD, 
l^>/G)^  V-iT'voyageur,  age  15  years  called  MARIE  JEANNE.  The  godfather  was 
Michel  Beaugis,  voyageur;  the  godmother  was  Magdelaine  Parent. 

The  only  other  entry  on  this  name  was  on  page  483,  dated  9  July  1759. 
It  was  a  marriage  between  CHARLES  BARTHELEMY,  maitre  voilier  (master 
sailmaker),  son  of  Pierre,  the  latter  alive  and  living  in  Quebec, 
and  the  deceased  Therese  Portuguais    AND 

MARIE  SUZANNE  RICHARD,  veuve  de  soeur  which  means  widow  of  sister 
and  I  can  find  no  translation  of  that  phrase  (like  sister-in-law) 
but  maybe  someone  you  know  who  is  more  conversant  in  French  will 
be  able  to  explain  it  -  anyway,  it  said  widow  of  sister  GILBERT 
PARENT  -  maybe  it  meant  widow,  which  would  be  correct,  and  the 
soeur  part  was  a  mistake  -  because  this  next  part  isn;t  correct 
either,  but  this  is  what  it  said:  of  Gilbert  Parent,  1 i vi ng 

tradesman  of  this  town,  and  daughter  of  the  dcd Jean  Baptiste 

Richard,  interpreter  for  the  King  and  Marie  Anne  La  DecouVerte, 
her  father  and  mother  legitimately  married,  also  of  this  parish 
and  Quebec .  " ""'  '"  " 

Witnesses:  Zacharie  Cicotte,  Hyacinthe  Reaume,  Basile  Marois, 
— Pouget,  —Laferte,  — Petit,  and  Louis  Vessine. 


Noticing  that  Cicotte  was  the  first  witness,  I  was  reminded  of  a 
ledger  called  THE  CICOTTE  BOOK  which  deals  with  the  men  who  came 
to  Detroit  in  1749  to  curb  the  English  infiltration  from  New 
England  (as  it  later  became),  in  1749,  Pierre  de  Celeron  left 
Montreal  with  300  soldiers  to  take"7cirmal  possessioh^oT~the~01iio 
Valley.  At  various  stations  along  his  route,  he  set  up  plates 
giving  notice  that  France  was  not  taking  over  her  rightful  territory. 
At  the  same  time,  an  effort  was  made  to  strengthen  the  fort  at  Detroit, 
so  in  May  the  gov-general  in  Quebec  proclaimed  that  any  man  that  would 
settle  in  Detroit  wd  receive  certain  agricultural  benefits. 

The  CICOTTE  BOOK  is  a  partial  record  of  that  venture.  Between 
the  period  before  the  proclamation  and  the  year  1751,  the  population 
in  Detroit  increased  from  350  to  483.  So  obviously,  not  all  the 
people  who  came  are  accounted  for  in  this  book.  45  names  are  in- 
cluded in  this  book,  but  Jne  Bte  Richard  is  not  among  them.  Before, 
mailing  this  letter,  I  will  double  check  the  land  records.  No,  I 
will  be  unable  to  visit  the  library  for  two  weeks,  so  rather  I  will 
mail  this  now,  but  make  a  note  to  check  the  land  records  next  time 

and  will  advise  you  of  those  results.  If  he  was  part  of  this  1749 
ven':ure,  he  shd  show  ownership  of  a  deed.  I  am  doubtful,  however.

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because  I  did  check  our  Manuscript  File  with  no  results,  and  it's 
likely  that  file  wd  include  something  if  he  w^re  one  of  the  1749 
linyasipn^ L^JJl  doub^e  check,  you  may  rest  assured. 

I  also  c^'ecked  records,  including  some  church  records  -  that  is, 
all  that  we  have  here,  for  Monroe. 

The  military  history  you  mentioned  is  not  here.  I  found  a  list  of 
the  French  commandants  of  the  post  in  Detroit,  but  nothing  about 
the  regular  soldiers.  I  am  informed  that  these  records  would  be 
in  Ottawa  or  more  likely,  Quebec  Archives. 

The  xerox  sheet  I  am  enclosing  is  from  our  publication  of  Father 
Christian  Denissen's  church  records,   (see  enclosed  description). 
This  doesn't  include  the  RICHARD  family,  but  there  were  several 
entries  in  the  Ste  Anne's  records  themselves  that  deal  with 
the  name,  so  why  the  family  was  excluded  by  Fr  Denissen  is  beyond 
me.  There  was  a  RICARD  family  included,  but  there  seems  to  be 
no  connection  at  all,  as  the  first  person  named  was  born  in  1740. 

So  I'm  sorry  to  say  that  except  for  the  land  records  mentioned 
above,  I  am  unable  to  think  of  any  more  sources.  I  have  con- 
sulted with  the  librarians  for  advice,  and  tried  therr  suggestions 
to  no  avail . 

I  wd  suggest  you,  write       Monroe  County,  but  I  really  don't 
think  they  would  have  much  that  early.  Still,  you  can  try  the 
library  there.  I  don't  have  the  address.  The  county  wasn't 
organized  unti  1817,  so  their  records  wd  relate  mostly  to  the 
events  subsequent  to  that  time,  but  you  never  know.  They  might 
have  some  old  records. 

I'm  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  help  you.  I  am  refunding  $2  .50 
as  I  did  not  use  it  all .
